The row occurred at the house of 4 
French woman known as Mrs. Stuex 
until a couple of weeks ago, at which time 
she married an Italian. The place has 
been known as a “speak easy” or unli- 
censed saloon, and has been frequented 
by both foreigners and Americans ent- 
ployed in the mines of the Berwind-White 
Coal Company. Yesterday seems to have 
been a banner day throughout, but no 
particular demonstration was made until 
about 10:15 o’clock last night, when 4 
man appeared at the door and cried that 
he had been stabbed, and ran a few 
Steps and then fell over «fad on the 
street.

Armor Plate Works Owned by the 
Government Is Opposed by 
the Members of the Com- 
mittee—Krupp Is 
Praised. 


Washington, Apri] 16.—The house today 
entered upon the consideration of the 
naval appropriation bil] with the prospect 
of a severe struggle ahead over the ques- 
tion of armor plate, building ships in 
government yards and the provision in 
the bill for the coast and geodetic survey. 
The bill carries $13,000,000 more than any 
previous naval bill. No arrangement 
cou'd be reached to limit genera] debate. 

Today Mr. Foss, the acting chairman 
of the committee, made a general defense 
of tbe bill, which also was defended by 
Mr. Cummings, the ranking minority 
member of the committee. The latter de- 
clared that the committee had informa- 
tion that we could obtain Krupp armor 
at a price lower than any other country 
in the world. 

When the house went into committee of 
the whole to consider the pill Mr. Foss 
explained the total amount of $61,200,000 
was the largest ever carried by a naval 
appropriation bill in our history. He 
continued: 

“The best peace conference is a > 

’ a strong 
and efficient navy. Sea power is recog- 
nized the world over as the strength of a 
great nation. We are bui'ding a navy to 
maipiain our foreign policy; to defend 
the Monroe doctrine and to guard tne 
proposed Nicaragua canal, which, I trust, 
will never be built, unless the Americin 
navy has the right, as it has the ability 
to defend it in time of war. While prv- 
tection to ourselves was the watchword 
of the past century, commerce will be the 
watchword of the coming. We will not 
only continue to build our own ships of 
American material, fashioned by Ameri- 
can hands, but at the same time we wil! 
bulld, as we have been building recently, 
ships for Japan and Russia, and in time, 
by reason of the decteased supply of iron 
and steel in other countries, we wil] be 
bul'ding the navies of England, of Europe, 
of Germany and the other great naval 
powers.”’ 

Mr. Foss said that regarding armor for 
ail the ships, except the Maine, Wiscon- 
sin and Missour!, the committee had con- 


cluded to jeave the whole question to the 
house. He said the committee deemed it 
unwise to recommend the establishment 
of a government armor pilate factory. He 
quoted Admiral O’Neill’s opinion that 
such an establishment would cost $4,872,000 
and that he did not believe the govern. 
ment should manufacture its armor plate. 
Mr. Foss said the committee had been 
largely moved in deciding against the 
building of ships in government yards by 
the opinion of Secretary Long that it 
would cost to built them in government 
yards twice as much as in private yards. 

Mr. Cummings, of New York, the rank- 
ing minority member of the committee, 
followed Mr. Foss. He delivered a glowing 
eulogy on the glories of the American 
navy and its vital necessity to the coun- 
try. And what was being done, he asked, 
three battleships were on the sticks with- 
Out armor, Three were authorized with a 
String attached. They were not even to 
be contracted for unless the armor could 
be produced for $300 a ton. This bill 
recommended two more. Was a string to 
be attached to that? It would be like vot- 
ing for a declaration of war and then re- 
fusing to provide ammunition. 

“Why not m«ke our own armor plate?” 
persisted Mr, Ridgely. 

“The same old story,” replied Mr. Cum- 
mings, ‘‘authorize ships and*then In- 
stead of building them go to work to 
build an armor plate factory. That would 
delay the ships from five to eight years. 

“But you said the armor we bought was 
rotten.’’ 

“Not the Krupp armor. The Krupp ar- 
mor has seven treatments and is tested 
by our own experts. If our experts du 
tneir duty we will have done our duty by 
the men behind the guns.’ 

Continuing, Mr. Cummings raised a 
burst of applause by stating that he be- 
lieved in keeping the.army and navy in 
the Philippines as long as a single rebei 
defied the authority of the United States. 

“But when we have conquered them,” 
he added, ‘“‘I am in favor of treating them 
&€3s we propose to treat Cuba.” 

Mr. Cummings advocated sheathed 


ships and attributed the loss of the

of armor plate made this statement: 

‘It_was demonstrated to the committee 
in a@ Way that cannot he revealed here 
that in paying $545 for Krupp armor we 
are paying less than any nation in Europe 
Or Asia England is paying $587 for the 
same armor, Russia $565, France $605 and 
Japan $700. Tntil the ships already au- 
thorized are supplied [I am in favor of 
buying Krupp armor at $45. When we 
are evéil-up I will be willing to talk 
about the armor plate factory.”’ 

Mr. Kitchin, of North Carolina, a mem- 
ber of the committee who signed the mi- 
nority repert, argued in favor of the 
establishment of an armor plate factory. 
Unless the governemnt was in possession 
of its own factory, he contended, 
Steel companies could hold up the govern- 
ment in the future as they had in the 
past. He said that Krupp armor, in his 
Opinion, coul@ be manufictured as cheap- 
ly as harveyized armor could five years 


ago. 


“I am in possession of information,”’ 
terrupted Mr. Wheeler, of Kentucky,,.‘‘the 
source of Which I am not at liberty to 
disclose, which shows that Krupp armor 
can be manufactured $100 cheaper than 
harveyized riate.’’

His Letter to Mr. Charles F. Pren- 
' dergast. 


COMMENTS ON THE LETTER 
® 


The Issue Stated in Their Correspond- 
ence—Mr. Sholes Explains 
the Circumstances. 


Savannah Press: Savannah, Ga., April 
14, 1900.—To the Editor of The Press. Sir: 
Your issue of March 2th contained an 
article headed, “Don't Want .Mlags Re- 
turned,” in which it was represented 
that at the thirty-third national encamp- 
ment of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
held in Philadelphia last September, the 
business then before the house being a 
committee’s adverse report upon a propo- 
sition to return to the several southern 
states the captured confederate flags in 
possession of the federal government, 
Mr. A. E. Sholes, of Savannah, declared 
himself to this effect: 

‘IT hope the action of the committee on res- 
olutions will be approved and I speak for one 
who has lived in the state of Georgia for 
years. Until they permit a school book to be 
kept in ihe public schools of the state of Geor- 
gia that shall admit that the war was a war 
of rebellion, I do not want to serid them back. 
If they are to be used by the rebel survivors in 
gloryfying the cause tor which they fought I 
do not want to see them returned.’’ 

Knowing that Mr. Sholes had, for many 
years, been making his living by pubilsh- 
ing directories of Savannah and other 
southern cities. and having been, during 
most of that time, a subscriber to his 
Savannah publication, I was surprised to 
'learn that he entertained or expressed 
—_ views as those attributed to him in 
the speech above quoted. My surprise 
was not lessened by the recollection that 
' when he was soliciting my order for the 
'local directory for the current year Mr. 


Sholes expatiated to me upon the fact 
that one of the most attractive and val- 
uable features of the new book would be 
an accurate roster of the confederate 
Soldiers furnished by Savannah. Il re- 
membered, too, that when the new di- 
rectory was delivered I looked for the 
promised roster, and found it fittingly 
headed ‘“‘Savannah’'s Rol] of Honor,” and

Mrs. Stacks Stated She Was Afraid 
of Him, 


DID NOT WANT HIM FREE 


Judge Lumpkin Was Called Upon 
Yesterday To Settle an Unusual- 
ly Interesting Case. 


Judge J. H. Lumpkin, presiding office 
of the Fulton superior murt, was yester- 
day called upon to decide the question of 
how long a man, bound over to keep the 
peace, but who unable to give bond, 
must remain in durance vile. After hear- 
ing both eviderice and argument on the 
subject, the court reserved decision. 

The man in the care is J. V. Fain, and 
the one who caused his arrest and incar- 
ceration in the Tower is Mrs. Minnie 
Stacks, a handsome voung widow, who 
declares that her life is not safe if Fain is 
allowed to walk the streets without fe- 
straint. 

A partial hearing was had yesterday 
morning tefore Judge Lumpkin, and 
later, in the afternoon, the complete hear- 
ing was had in the superior court cham- 
bers. Both times interesting evidence was 
brought out, and it was hinted that possi- 
bly a love story lay hiaden away in the 
folds of the case. 

Mrs. Stacks states that she became ac- 
quainted with the young man some time 
ago, but that for some reason or other 
he sought to do her bodily harm, and on 
more than cne occasion, so she alleges, 
attacked her, and she was conipeiled to 
swear out a warrant against hirn to Keep 
the peace. 

She stated that he was taken before a 
justice of the peace and bound over, his 
bond being fixed at $300. This ne was un- 
able to give, and for some time he has 
been a prisoner. Recently he retained 
Judge Rovert L. Rodgers to represent him, 
and petitioned the court to allow him his 
freedom. A hearing of the case Was set 
for yesterday morning. 

Judge Rodgers stated that his client 
had been in jail quite a while, and now 
had no intention of ever even speaking 
to the fair plaintiff. He said that, speak- 
ing for Fain, there would be no further 
cavse for complaint, and asked that the 
court allow the young man to go free. 

Attorney Lee J. Langley, who repre- 
sented Mrs. Stacks, on the other hand, 
said that his client had no desire to 
punish young Fain, but only desired pro- 
tection. He contended that the young 
man should not be allowed to go without 
some restraint, as he believed that in such 
an event Mrs. Stacks’s life would not be 
safe. 

“Judge Lumpkin announced 
would iook into the matter, and hand 
down a Gecision as soon as possible. He 
stated that it was not the purpose of the 
law to keep a man ccnfined indefinitely 
in jail on a peace warrant, but that the 
spirit of the act was to keep @ person con- 
fined until he cooled down.

HONE SMITH SELLSHIS STOCK 


Minority Stockholders Declde To Follow 
His Example, 


NEW MANAGEMENT BEGINS TODAY 


Mr. Smith Says He Is Out of the 
Newspaper Business To Stay. 
He Will Not Worry with 
. Personal Politics—The 

Story of the Sale. 


The Atlanta Journal yesterday became 
the proverty of H. M. Atkinson, Morris 
Brandon end J. R. Gray. 

Hoke Smith and the minority stockhold- 
ers heretofore associated with him sold 
their stock, and the new owners, there- 
fore, possess the entire property. 

That this would occur was forecasted 
in The Ccnstitution Sutiday. An option, 
which expired yesterday, and wiich was 
redeemed before its legal death, had been 
secured by the three gentlernen for the 
sum of $15,000. 

The total amount paid for The Journal 
was $276,500. Of thfs amount the minority 
stockholders received $17,500 and Mr. 
Smith was handed $159,000. In The Journal 
yesterday afternoon Mr. Smith announced 
the sale of the paper, and of his own :re- 
tirement from it. 

George H, Dickinson, of New York, will 
assume chirge this!morning as manager 
for the new owners. He is one of the 
most competent newspaper men in the 
country, having been at the head of such 
great papers as The Herald and ‘The 
World. He will not assume the editorial 
control of The Journal, however. This 
feature will find solution in the hands of 
an executive committee composed of 
Messrs. Atkinson, Brandon and Gray. 

It has not yet been decided who the 
officers of The Journal will be. Mr. At 
kinson stated last night that the time of 
the stockholders’ meeting had not been 
decided upcn. 

There is little to tell that has not al- 
ready for ceys been unconfined gossip. 
As a matter of course, the paper will be 
democratic, abiding unerringly by the 
party’s interpretation of the needs and the 
desires of democracy. 

It is the intention of the new manage- 
ment to make a better yaper of The 
Journal. The new owners state that there 
will be nothing partisan about the paper. 

Talk with Hoke Smith. 

“IT sold my interest in The Journal he- 
cause I wanted ts devote more time to 
my law practice and yet have time for 
mental recreation.’’ 

The foregoing was Mr. Smith's reply to 
the question: ‘“‘Why did you sell your 
Journal stock?’’ He was then asked: 

“Does this sale mean that you will re- 
tire from politics also?’’ 

“T do not consider that I have ever »een 
in politics,” answered Mr, Smith. “I cer- 
tainly shall not enter personal politics in 
the future, but I hive always taken a 
deep interest in political issues. This I 
shall continue to do, and whenever I feel 
that my voice is needed I shall speak out. 
However, as ] said, I do not consider that 
I have been in politics.’’ ; 

‘Does the sale of your steck in The 
Journal indicate your permanent retire- 
ment from the newspaper business?”

$6,150 be expended in the purchase. 

The next lowest bidder was the Atlanta 
machine works, which bid $6,275—$125 more 
than the lowest bidder. | 

Would Change Its Bid. 

The Atlanta machine works, it is un- 
derstood, has signified its willingness to 
change its bid to $6,150 if allowed to do 
so, and for this reason the matter was 
brought up in couneil.

One is constantly impressed with 
this quality, and instinctively feels that 
he is en rapport with his subject, but is 
holding himself in reserve that he may 
more clearly impress his hearers. 

It would be manifestly out of the ques- 
tion to attempt other than a general idca 
of the line of thought indicated in the 
hour and a half’s taik last night. Even 
a summing up of the principal points 
must necessarily fall far short. Briefly 
stated. Mr. Dresser at the outset took 
the general position of the existence of 
a present spiritual life, of which the 
physical is merely an outward manifesta- 
tion. He then dwelt at length on the im- 
portance of a proper cultivation of the 
inner consciousness, On this cultivation, 
or lack of cultivation, depended the per- 
fections or imperfections of the physical, 
as the physical was simply an outward 
expression of this consciousness. On these 
general lines he builded a lecture that 
was absorbingly interesting. 

Last night’s lecture was. necessarily 
general ir its character—in a measure a 
preface to the two which are to follow. 
Tonight the subject will be ‘Spirit Evo- 
lution,’’ and tomorrow night “Self Help.” 
In order to gain anything like a perfect 
knowledge of Mr. Dresser’s line of 
thought one must hear all three. 


Talk with Mr. Dresser. 


Mr. Dresser talked interestingly yester- 
day afternoon concerning his work. 

“I was born in Yarmouth, Me., in Jan- 
uary, 1864,"" said he. “I attended school 
up to the time .I was thirteen years of 
age, and then went west. For a number 
of years I was connected with a railroad 
in California, and later I entered the 
newspaper business in Boston on the staff 
of The New England Farmer. During 
my railroad experience in California I 
had time for considerable reading, and 
my natural bent directed me to. the

of Emerson’s works 

Later I took up the 
end Henschel. My mind had 
untrammeled by teachings and I 
was free to pursue unbiased any line of 
thought, and was prepared, through my 
experience of the practical side of life, 
to perhaps apply the various theories of 
these writers in a more direct fashion 
than otherwise. 

“Not until I was twenty-four years of 
age did I feel the necessity of a colle- 
giate education. At this age I entered 
Harvard and took a special course in 
philosophy under Professor James. I 
found his teachings of great benefit. Pro- 
fessor James, by the way, I consider one 
the greatest and most profound ex- 
ponents of psychology. His ‘The Will to 
Believe’ is his mdst scholarly work and 
the one most generally accepted. 

‘‘My college life was cut short by the 
death of my father, and at that time 
my active life along its present lines 
began. 

“My first published 
Power of Silence,’ an 
life in its relation to 
This work appeared in 189 and is 
in its tenth edition. Later works 
are ‘The Perfect Whole,’ published in 
1896: ‘In Search of a Soul,’ which ap- 
peared in 1897; ‘Voices of Hope,’ in 1598; 
‘Methods and Problems of Spiritual Heal- 
ing,’ in 1899; ‘Voices of Freedom,’ in the 
present year, and ‘The Heart of It,’ a 
compilation from my other works. 

“My father and mother,” continued Mr. 
Dresser, ‘‘were spiritual healers, and Il 
suppose it was due to this fact that I 
was led to the particular line of thought 
and work which I have since followed.’

HE WRITES OF EMIGRATION 


R. A. Williams Declares He Has Been 
Done an Injustice. 


Says He Has Never Tried To Make 
Negroes Leave Clarke County. 
Tells His Motives. 


R. A, Williams, better known in Geor- 
gia as ‘‘Pegleg,”’

You. are aware that before I started to ad- 
vertise emigration the of Georgia and 
of the white people were ‘‘What 
is to be done with the negro”?’’ 

Knowing of the unsupplied demand for labor 
in Mississippi, Arkansas, Louisiana and Texas, 
I corresponded with several hundred farmers 
in these states and found that they were very 
short of labor and were willing to pay for the 
transportation of labor from Georgia for the 
purpose of opening up new lands, of which 
there are thousands of acres of virgin soil 
brought into the market by the many new 
branches of the Illinois Central railroad in the 
State of Mississippi. The old lgbor which 
had been moved six or seven years ago to 
these states had ceased to be laborers and be- 
come property owners and moved from the 
lands of their employers, having purchased

| homes of their own, thereby leaving the large 


farmers nearly destitute of labor. The open- 
ing up of new railroads in Arkansas and Mis- 
sissippi, more particularly the Choctaw and 
Memphis, which runs through the Indfan Ter- 
ritory, attracted a great many laborers from 
the farms to railroad work, where they were 
receiving from $1.50 to $1.75 per day; thus 
causing a great demand for farm labor, andl 
the advanced price of cotton greatly augment- 
ed this demand. 

This was the situation. I commenced adver- 
tising for farm hands and laborers, offering to 
pay their transportation from Georgia to these 
western states. In several] places in Georgia 
I was invited to come and move the surplus 
labor that had nothing to do, and was assured 
that I would not be interfered with. I only 
advertised for laborers who were out of em- 
ployment and wanting to go, believing that I 
was doing Georgia a service as a movement of 
some kind had been advocated for some years 
and I also wished to help the poor colored 
people who were out of employment with 
nothing to eat and very little to wear in many 
Cases, 

I notice that some of your correspondenis 
state that I went upon farms and pursuaded 
laborers to leave who were under contract: 
this is false. I never went onto any farm m 
any section and tried to induce hands to leave 
My advertisements show fairly and squarely 


health and happi- | 


that my business transactions ‘are open and 
above board; and if these are a free people (as 
the constitution of the United States has de- 
clared them to be) I cannot see why they 
should not be allowed to go where they were 
needed, where work was plentiful and wages 
better; where houses were prepared for them 
with stock and agricultural implements to 
make a crop. 

Now, in the case of the Clarke county peo- 
ple, I desire to state: that I have not been in 
Clarke county for years. The numerous ar- 
ticles in the newspapers about my moving 
people from the state and emigrating them 
west and the several arrests that were made 
caused the negroes of that county to be- 
come enthused and write me to know if they 
could be moved; eothers came to Atlanta to 
see me. They held meetings and sent me 
lists of families who were out of employment 
and wanting to go. These letters poured ‘n 
not only from the negroes, but came from white 
people who begged to be moved on the same 
terms. As I received these letters I deposited 
money with the railroad officials for the pur- 
pose of moving the people. 

After about 250 had left for homes in Ar- 
kansas and Mississippi the white people of 
Clarke county made up their minds to stop 
the movement and not allow them to leave. 

The authorities had never notified me at any 
time, nor had they written me a line object- 
ing to the movement. There was no secrecy 
about my business. It was advertised to the 
world, published by hand bills and in news- 
papers. I wish to call your attention to the 
fact that they issued warrants for me in 
Clarke county as an emigrant agent when I 
had not been in the county and had never in- 
duced a man to leave, which I am able to 
prove. 

I have taken the matter to the supreme court 
of Georgia to see if there is any justice in 
law or any .freedom for the people, and if 
they do not give me what I think is justice 
and declare the law unconstitutional, I shall 
carry it to the supreme court of the United 
States, where I am satisfied it will be decided 
in my favor and tn favor of the 800,000 colored 
people who are in Georgia, and fully half of 
whom are out of employment and at the same 
time not allowed to leave.

The police had found Martha Vene- 
brooks among negroes, and the fact that 
che was living as she was made her case 
Euspicious, and she was held for investi- 
gation. 

As soon as the woman walked from the 
waiting rcom Recorder Broyles remarked: 

“There is no mistaking the fact about 
her being a white person. 

“What have you to say- abmit living 
with negroes?’ the recorder asked tho 
woman, and she reniied: 

“What Can I Do?’ She Asks. 

“It is the truth, but what else am I to 
do? I have to!d the police who and what 
I'am. I stated to them lest night that I 
was born in August2 fifty-frve years ag9, 
and that my father and mother were both 
white. I was given to a mulatto woman, 
Named Liza Mitchell, becasnse my moth- 
er's shame had to be hidden from the 
world. I was raised believing myself a 
negro, Liza Mitchell claiming me as her 
child. I was sold as a slave, and was 


. Married to a negro man by my master. 


My name at first was Martha ‘Mitchell, 
and the man I married was named Vene- 
brooks. When I was sold to an Atlanta 
lawyer, just before the close of the war, 
I was separated from Venebrooks, and 
never Saw him again. After the 
War Imarried Greenwood, and _ that 
is why I am called by that name. I 
learned that I was a white person from 
the late Judge Wright, who knew all 
@bout my birth. He wanted me at vn® 
lime to enter suit against my father’s 
and mother’s estates. I was never edug 
cated, and cannot read nor write. That

~ AGAIN IN COUNCIL 


New Resolution Is Introduced for the 
Paving. 


STREET WILL KEEP MONEY 


Courcil Declines To Take Away the 
$10,000 for the Pavement, 


CONTINGENT FUND GIVEN A LARGE SUM 


Property Owners Will Now Be Able 
To Secure Their Money from 
the Rebate Fund. 


The Peters street paving matter bobbed 
up in council] yesterday_afternoon, the 
first session gince its official death, 
demonstrating that it is not the intention 
of the residents and property owners of 
that thoroughfare to abandon the fight. 

It arose in several different ways yes- 
terday—one being a communication from 
the mayor, another a resolution from the 
finance committee, another a resolution 
from Councilman Harwell] and finally as 
a resolution from Councilman Barrett, 
providing for the paving of Peters street 
with sheet asphalt at a cost of $20,000, the 
city to pay half of this sum and the coun- 
ty commissioners the other ha'f. 

For the first time since the agitation for 
the paving of Peters street began the 
steering committee from that section 
failed to attend the meeting of council. 
Those in counctl, however, who have led 
the fight announced that it was not the 
intention to abandon the endeavor to have 
the street paved and their actions yester- 
day were fully in accord with thelr state- 
ments. 

To sum up the action yesterday on the 
Peters street matter: council refused to 
transfer the $10,000 from the Peters street 
fund to the contingent fund, but adopted 
a resolution m2king provision for paying 
the belgian block rebates and referred 
the resolution providing for the paving 
of thie streebd to the street committee for 
action, ' 

How the Matter Arose. 

Tt was the money side of the question 
that was first’ mentioned. The mayor in 
a special communfteation announced that 
there were a number of claims against 
the city for belgian block rebates, which 
could not be pald because of the lack of 
funds, there being no money in the con- 
tingent fund. He announced that some- 
thine should be done and suggested that 
the $10,000 taken from the contingent fund |. 
and set apart for the purpose of paving 
Peters street be replaced in the contin- 
gent fund in order that it might be used 
in poving the claims for belgian block re- 
bateg. 

Shertly afterwards a resolution from 
the finance committee was presented by 
Councilman Pope, its chairman, This 
resolution provided that the $10,000 placed 
in the Peters street fund be transferred 
to the contingent fund, as there was ur- 
gent need of the money to pay clhiims 
against the city. 

Councilman Barrett was the first to op- 
pose this resolution. He stated thac the 
thought it unfair to take the money away 
from Peters street after appropriating the 
amount to pave the thoroughfare. 

‘We had a good dea! of trouble getting 
that amount,” he said, ‘‘and I do not 
think it is right for council to compel us 
to make the fight al! over again.” 

Councilman Pope Replies. 

Councilman Pope spoke in defense of 
the resolution from his committee; 

“T had hoped,”’ he said while 4ddressing 
eouncil, ‘‘that the resolution Would g0 
through without discussion. We need the 
imoney in the contingent fund in order to 
pay the rebates due the property owners 
by the city. The matter !s So perfectly 
plain that I had hoped every member of 
council would agree to the transferring 
of the money.” 

Mr. Pope then explained the situation, 
which is well understood. 

A discussion ensued between Council- 
men Pope and Barrett, which demon- 
stratec, that they were both thoroughly 
familiar with the finances of the city and 
impressed council with the fact that deal- 
ing with the contingent fund is a delicate 
matter. 

Directly after Councilman Pope had 
taken his seat Councilman Harwel] intro- 
duced his substitute, which was later 
adopted. The motion to adopt the sub- 
stitute was made by its author and sec- 
onded by Councilman Barrett. 

What the Substitute Is. 

The Harwell substitute for the resolu- 
tion of the finance committee provides 
that $7,900 brought over from last year as 
a rebate fund and $8,400, the am unt of 
the rebate fund paid in this year, be 
placed in the contingent fund, making 
$16,300 to be paid to the property owners. 

Alderman Mayson, mayor pro tem., re- 
quested Alderman Welch to take the 
chair and addressed council.

SHUT DOWN OF PLANTS RUMORED 


When Prices Began To Crumble 
Large Speculative Holdings 
Were Thrown Over—Rail- 
ways Closed 1 to 2 
Points Lower. 


‘New York, April 16.—The stock market, after 
making an indifferent struggle all day against 
the forces of depression, yielded all around in 
the last hour and closed under severe pressure 
and with prices on a rapidly descending scale. 
Transactions were large all day and the rail- 
road list made a considerable show of strength 
in the opening dealings, but thev® was heavy 
selling in the iron and steel stocks. But some 
of the railroad stocks were bid up confident- 
ly in the face of violent declines in this group. 
Missouri Pacific was buoyant and carried the 
whole of the southwestern group with it. This 
stock went to 61%, and its influence promised 
at one time to overcome the reactionary forces, 
but it fell suddenly to Thursday's level and 
the whole list fell heavily in sympathy. No 
definite news was forthcoming to agcount for 
the weakness of the iron and steel pend be- 
yond the assertions that the large selling was 
for account of important inside interests. Wall 
street is confident that the selling, orders in 
these stocks come from Chicago and the west, 
and liquidation in Union Pacific and other 
western rajlroad stocks jis attributed to the 
same senardnet for the purpose of protceting 
their holdings in the steel stocks. Union Pa- 
cific was the first of the railroad stocks to 
show acute sympathy with the demoraliza- 
tion in the metal stocks. Late in the day a 
rumor took form that there was to be extensive 
shutting down of plants in the great metal 
companies on the ground of over-production in 
wnticipation of business during the early part 
of this year which had not materialized. Amer- 
ican Steel and Wire and Federal Steel led the 
declines. in point of activity and weakness. 
At the extreme declines in the group were Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron 9, American Steel and 
Wire 8%, Federal Steel 7%, American Hoop 
4%. There were a few railroad stocks beside 
the southwestern group which made a stand 
against the weakness, but the majority of rail- 
road stocks closed at from |! to 2 points under 
Thursday's last prices. There was a general 
feeling that the advance in prices on the 
strength of the general outlook had about 
reached its limit. The failure of the early 
efforts today to get prices up caused dls- 
dppointment and uneasiness,,and when prices 
began to crumble large speculative holdings 
were thrown over. The absence of initiative 
from the London exchange, which was closed, 
deprived the market of a usual] sustaining force. 
The course of the money markets tn London 
and Berlin gives little prospects of support for 
American securities there and causes same un- 
easiness for the future of those markets 
throughout the financial world.

As the Driving Club has leased to the 
Golf Club the Pennsylvania building, 
making it @ separate institution, the 
golfers are now prepared to admit into 
the Golf Club those who are not mem- 
bers of the Piedmont Club. 

The officers of the club are: President, 
Milton Dargan; vice president, H. N. 
Tyler; secretary and treasurer, Hinton J. 
Hopkins; governing committee, E. C. Pe- 
ters, H. C. Stockdell, W. L. Cosgrove, 
George L.. Crandall, Hugh Foreman. 

The initiation fees are $10.00 and the 
dues for single membership $12.00, and 
for a famuy membership $18.00. Ladies 
may become independent members of 
the club by paying half the initiation fee 
and dues. The present membership is 
about sixty, including a number of the 
most prominent men and women of At- 
janta, and there is no doubt the club 
will soon reach the limit of one hundred 
in membersship. 

The new links have been laid out by an 
expert, an instructor recognized as one 
of the foremost in the country has been 
engaged by the club, and those who 
have seen and played upon the new links 
declare them to be among the best in 
the south.

Adepts and even beginners in the game 
pronounce. it indescribably fascinating, 
and those skeptical of its charms have 
only to “‘drive’’ the ball once, to become 
golf enthusiasts. 

As has been observed in these columns 
several times previously, the climate of 
Atlanta the year round is especially 
adapted to the game, and the people in 
this section aré rapidly awakening to 
the realization of the fact that they 
have been lagging in many of the sports 
that are not only’ delightful, but 
strengthening and commendable for 
physical development. 

The women, like men, are beginning to 
feel that a tanned cheek may not be so 
becoming as that delicately tinted, but 
a strong arm, a firm walk, a ruddy 
glow,and a general physical development 
the inevitable result of golf, compensate 
for the sunburnt cheek and hand, and 
even a few bruises on the upper arm 
occasioned by the swing that amateurs 
eften give in trying to acquire just the 
right position and strike.

She forgets that stout flat-heeled shoes 
are not always becoming to the foot and 
unhampered by a long skirt, necessitat- 
ing one shoulder being Nigher than the 
other in the right hand’s constant ad- 
justment of the demi-train, she struts 
out with the abandon of unconscious 
grace and ease. She plants her feet firm- 
ly upon the ground, grasps the “imple- 
ments” of the game with easy strength, 
measures distance, as best she can, and 
then tries to get ‘“‘that swing’’—‘‘that 
swing’ that is the initial step of the 
good golf player.

The papers of Nashville have rung with 
praises for Miss Caroline Gordon in the 
success she made of her first professional 
appearance as an interpreter of negro 
songs and sketches, which she has been 
collecting for several years with a view 
to publishing them. Miss Gordon’s in- 
tention of making character interpreta- 
tion her profession, has been a subject 
of interest to her friends for some time, 
and at several of the brilliant social 
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functions of the season she has been the 
center of attraction, not only for her dis- 
tinct beauty and versatility of charm, 
but that peculiar talent of interpretation 
Of negro dialect that now assures her a 
brilliant préfessional career. The Nash- 
ville American of Tuesday last speaks of 
Miss Gordon's debut there as follows: 

“The Philharmonic recital yesterday 
morning was the most unique and proba- 
bly the most brilliant of the ciub series. 
A representative audience packed the 
clubroom to the doors, the membership 
e.ated to be again in their own club 
home. The room has been restored al- 
most to its original beauty. but it will be 
another fortnight before it is completely 
finished, as the scheme of decoration is 
elaborate. 

“The stage was set with tall palms and 
crimson azalia plants, the stage vases 
filled with great, glowing bunches of 
beauty roses. 

“Miss Gordon made an exquisite picture 
in a gray gown that was marve] of the 
dressmaker’s art.

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style which she has adopted, it was fash- 
loned of pale gray crepe de chine, the 
deep flounce accordion plaited and the 
skirt and waist appliqued with medallions 
of cut silver.

“Miss Roberta Seawell opened the pro- 
gramme with a paper on ‘Negro Folk 
Songs.’ This has been a favorite topic of 
study with her for about three years. 
Miss Seawell is one of very few music 
students in this country who has given 
such serious study to this branch of the 
art meiodious. Her paper was written 
in a bright, original vein, and she clearly 
set forth the unique conditions which de- 
veloped the negro songs, These melodies 
are at present attracting the attention of 
some of the best musicians in the coun- 
try. 

“The qifartet in F major, opus 96, by 
Dvotak, was given by the Miller String 
Quartet, composed of Messrs. Ivo and 
Leon Miller, Flick and Strahm, This is 
not composed of «actual negro melodies, 
but the composer has seized the charac- 
teristic elements of negro music, The 
players gave the music with delightful 
swing and the audience was appreciative 
in their applause. 

“The marked interest of the recital] cen- 
tered around Miss Caroline Lewis Gordon, 
whose fnitial appearance it was upon the 
professional stage. A tall, siender blonde, 
with a face of marked refinement and 
which lights up and changes with every 
passing thought, she sat quietly upon the 
platform and read and talked and sang in 
a natural, easy manner that’ was truly 
refreshing, The songs were given without 
accompaniament, and sometimes_ she 
slightly swayed her body or patted gently 
with heg foot, or softly clapped her hands 
in the way the negroes invariably do. 
She has a fwl, rich contralto voice and 
enunciates with great clearness. 

‘**‘De Buryin’ o’ Brer Briscoe,’ a sketch 
from life, and written by Miss Gordon, 
shows her power asa writer. She gavea 
most graphic description of the funeral 
cortege, at once grotesque and full of in- 
comparable pathos; her imitation of ‘de 
mou'nin’’ of the bereaved ones was full 
of real feeling; the lining out of the 
hymn and the singing was inimitable. 

“Tt is difficult to properly describe Miss 
Gordon's singing; it must be heard. She 
has caught the true spirit of this wonder- 
ful people as only a true genius can, 

“The two songs, ‘O Chu’ch, I Know Yer 
Gwine ter Miss Me’ and ‘I Woner 
What's de Matter in Zion,’ were much en- 
joyed, but when she sang a dance song, 
'‘Sad'dy Night,’ and ‘Li'l Boy, Li'l Boy,’ 
the audience burst forth ina perfect 
storm of applause. 

“But the quaint story of ‘Who Built de 
Ark?’ was no less appreciated. The most 
peculiar intervals in the next, ‘Sinners 
Don’ Let Dis Harves’ Pass,’ made it, as 
she felicitously remarked, almost Wag- 
nerian in the irrelevancy of its intervals. 

“Three courtin’ songs, ‘Here’s er Young 
Lady Wants ter Mar’y’ and ‘Miss Dinah’ 
and ‘Miss Josephine,’ wére very amusing. 

“The quaint and pretty programmes were 
specially designed as a souvenir of the oc- 
casion and as an individual compliment 
to Miss Gordon. From the front page 
of soft gray paper looks out the kindly, 
wrinkled face of ‘Mammy Mary,’ Miss 
Gordon's old nurse. It is a typical counte- 
nance of an old-time ‘mammy,’ intelli- 
gent and full of pride and dignity. A 
snowy turban and kerchief make her a 
picture that any artist would be delight- 
ed to paint, It was copied from an ex- 
quisite miniature of ‘Mammy Mary’ 
made long ago, and which Miss Gordon 
prizes as one of her chief treasures.” 

Since Miss Gordon’s appearance in 
Nashville, she has been besought with in- 
vitations from al] sections of the country 
to give recitals or a series of them, but 
has not as yet decided what and where 
her engagements will be. She will repeat 
her recital in Nashville some time in May 
and every effort is being made by her 
friends in Louisville to have her appear

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her distinguished father to honor this
